Opens New Modern Library 


~Hamilton—(CUP)—A millionaire 
philanthropist has made possible 
the erection of a modern half-mil- 
lion dollar library at © McMaster 
University. higher 

Major part of the cost for the new 
library came from the foundation 
of David Mills, after whom the lib- 
rary is*named, | 


Originally a native of St. Cath- 
arines, Mills made a fortune in the 
United States as the inventor of a 
spark plug that General Motors 
used as one of its standard models. 
Using this fortune he became known 
as a philanthropist of large wealth 
and broad sympathies. 


The huge new library building 
is designed on a functional plan 
but in keeping with the architec- 
ture of the rest of the campus 
buildings. It features a browsing 
and music room, Students. can 
listen to the music here reclining 
on comfortable lounge chairs or 
choose from among the more 1ecent 
and popular books for leisure read- 
ing. There is also an art library, a 
Rare Book Room and a social room

moy be announced twice 
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for housing the Baptist Historical 
Collection, : or | 
Three principles that have guided 
the policy of the library in the 
past were constantly in the minds 
of the planners'of the present build- 
ing. These principles encompassed 
the needs not only of adequate 
material for undergraduate work 
readily available in books as well 
as the latest developments of micro- 
films and records, but included a 
desire to promote general reading 
among the students outside their 
courses\and according to their own 
inclinations, as well As an appre- 
ciation of the fine arts. 


Considerable attention was also 
given to adequate lighting, acous- 
‘tical. treatment, air conditioning 
and the design of furniture and 
equipment, because, commented the 
Librarian, Miss Marget Meikleham, 
at the dedication of the building, 
“there is nothing inherently schol- 
arly in discomfort in a library.” 

To permit anticipated’ future 
growth and development, no bear- 
ing walls were used and partitions 
dividing rooms, can: be altered: for 
future needs. ” AF | 

‘A novelty that McGill students 
‘can well envy is the colour scheme 
designed to provide a pleasing back- 
‘ground for reading and study, Miss 
Meikleham said. Gray, rose, green, 
cray-green and belge in various 
shades and combinations in differ- 
‘ent rooms harmonize with the light 
‘oak or birch of woodwork and furn- 
iture and the light and dark brown 
cork, the gray linoleum or cream 
terrazzo floors. ae 

To speed traffic, the floors have 
been specially arranged. .On the 
first floor are grouped the main cir- 
culation desk, card catalogue, bibil- 
ography room, cataloguing and 
order departments, administrative 
offices of the library and the read- 
ing room, huge and rectangular 
with seats seating eight people. The 
circulation desk and card catalogues 
are situated in the Memorial Hall 
which one can gain entry to all 
other rooms on the floor. 

On the second floor, reached from 
both the stair hal land the refer- 
ence room, are housed the fine arts 
collection. The third floor includes 
the Reserve Reading Room. and 
Book Desk, the Rare Book Room 
and the rowsing and Music Room. 

A further novel Innovation is the 
provision of a typing room for 
students who want some peace and 
quiet as well as the benefit of a 
typewriter for that final draft of an 
essay.
